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N PRESENTING  to  you  this  edition  of  our  “FLOWERLAND”  catalog,  we  desire  to 
explain  that  we  have  not  attempted  to  make  a complete  listing  of  all  varieties  of  plants, 
seeds  or  bulbs,  neither  have  we  listed  our  stock  of  garden  furnishings  and  supplies.  A 
catalog  large  enough  to  contain  a complete  and  descriptive  listing  of  our  entire  stock  would 
require  several  times  as  many  pages  as  this  one. 

This  booklet  is  quite  complete  in  that  the  principal  items  are  described  and  priced.  Should 
you  desire  prices  or  descriptions  that  are  not  listed  herein  we  invite  you  to  write  us  and  we 
will  cheerfully  advise  you  by  letter. 

PLANTING  SUGGESTIONS 

In  our  climate,  practically  all  varieties  of  Evergreen  trees  and  shrubs  can  be  successfully 
transplanted  during  the  entire  year  if  they  receive  proper  care  after  planting.  The  following 
instructions  may  be  followed  with  profit: 

Care  of  Stock  on  Arrival — All  plants  should  be  watered  and  protected  when  received. 
Should  any  plants  be  wilted  use  a little  extra  precaution  and  shade  after  planting  for  a few 
days. 

Digging  the  Holes  and  Watering — Do  not  fail  to  make  the  hole  larger  than  the  root  sys' 
tem  of  the  plant.  Leave  a few  inches  of  loose  soil  in  the  bottom,  place  the  plant  in  the  hole 
and  fill  in  with  top  loam.  Fill  the  hole  about  three-fourths  full  and  tamp,  then  fill  with  water, 
allowing  it  to  settle,  and  fill  with  good  soil.  It  is  well  to  go  back  the  following  day  and  level 
up  around  the  tree.  Always  water  by  trenching  if  possible. 

Handling  Balled  Plants — Always  handle  plants  that  are  balled  in  burlap,  by  placing  one 
hand  under  the  ball,  (never  grasp  by  the  trunk  or  top),  and  use  the  other  hand  to  balance  the 
top.  Plant  so  the  top  of  the  ball  will  be  barely  covered.  After  you  have  partially  filled  the 
earth  in,  cut  the  string  at  the  top  of  the  ball  and  lay  the  burlap  back,  then  fill  in  to  proper  level. 
Do  not  remove  the  burlap,  it  will  soon  rot.  Great  care  should  be  taken  not  to  crack  the  ball. 

Plants  in  Pots,  Boxes  or  Cans — When  plants  are  received  in  cans  remove  the  can  by 
cutting  two  opposite  sides  from  top  to  bottom  and  spreading  apart.  Be  careful  that  you  do  not 
break  the  ball  and  disturb  the  roots.  Boxes  may  be  handled  by  digging  the  hole  sufficiently 
large  to  receive  the  box  with  space  left  on  either  side,  tilt  the  box  to  one  side  and  remove  one' 
half  the  bottom,  then  reverse  and  remove  the  other  half.  The  sides  can  then  be  removed, 
taking  care  that  the  roots  are  not  disturbed.  Fill  in  as  you  would  around  balled  plants.  Potted 
plants  may  be  removed  from  the  pots  by  inverting  the  pot  with  one  hand,  firmly  pressing  the 
top  of  the  earth  and  tapping  gently  on  a solid  wood  surface. 

Planting  Rose  Bushes — All  rose  bushes  listed  are  established  plants  and  little  trouble  will 
be  experienced  if  care  is  taken  in  planting  and  if  planted  in  good  soil.  Cut  the  can  in  the  man- 
ner suggested  above  and  plant  carefully.  Be  sure  to  cover  the  bud  one  or  two  inches. 
Always  leave  a basin  around  the  plant.  Cultivate  when  dry  enough  after  each  watering.  Do 
not  cut  roses  with  long  stems  during  the  first  six  months  after  planting. 

Staking — All  trees  and  slender  shrubs  will  be  greatly  benefitted  by  staking.  Generally 
speaking,  redwood  stakes  1 inch  by  1 inch  by  6 feet  high  are  strong  enough.  Care  should  be 
taken  not  to  wrap  too  tightly.  A little  burlap  wrapped  around  the  tree  under  the 
twine  will  be  beneficial. 

Maintenance — After  plants  are  planted  and  watered  well  the  care  has  only  just  begun. 
The  soil  should  never  be  allowed  to  dry  out,  neither  should  the  ground  become  watemsoaked 
and  sour.  Watering  by  trench  or  basin  is  always  preferable  and  a thorough  watering  is  better 
than  sprinkling  many  times.  Keep  the  ground  around  your  shrubs,  trees  and  rose  bushes  loose 
at  all  times.  A good  mulch  is  beneficial,  also  some  fertilizer  should  be  used.  Care  should  be 
taken,  however,  in  fertilizing.  Use  only  the  best  material  and  such  as  is  suited  to  your  soil.

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MAKING  AND  PLANTING  A ROSE  GARDEN 


While  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  find  a plot  of  ground 
to  be  allotted  to  the  Rose  Garden,  and  in  which  this 
“Queen  of  Flowers”  will  grow,  there  are  certain  dangers 
to  be  guarded  against  as  far  as  possible.  First  of  all, 
avoid  a draughty  spot,  nothing  is  quite  so  bad  for  roses 
as  a draught.  The  perfect  position  for  the  rose  garden  is 
in  the  open  garden.  It  may  be  sheltered  from  the  winds 
by  trees  or  shrubs,  but  it  should  not  be  shaded,  for  roses 
must  have  light  and  sunshine.  However,  a slight  shade 
for  a short  time  in  the  heat  of  the  day  is  not  bad,  but 
care  should  be  taken  to  have  a good  circulation  of  air,  for 
roses  will  not  flourish  in  stuff)',  closely  shadowed  places. 
Never  plant  roses  where  the  sun  reflects  against  the  side 
of  a building 

Drainage  is  another  important  point  to  consider,  for 
whether  the  soil  be  heavy  or  light,  clay  or  sand,  it  is  ab- 
solutely essential  that  a rose  garden  be  well  drained.  The 
soil  best  suited  to  the  rose  is  a rich  loam  and  in  this  soil 
they  will  thrive  with  but  little  fertilizer.  However,  some 
of  our  best  bushes  are  grown  in  adobe,  which  if  properly 
cultivated  and  watered,  is  very  good.  If  your  soil  is  es- 
pecially sandy,  it  will  pay  you  to  have  some  loam  hauled 
in. 

The  best  fertilizer  for  roses  is  well  rotted  dairy  manure, 
which  can  be  used  liberally  without  fear  of  injury.  To  this 
may  be  added  some  real  bone  meal  if  the  soil  is  parti- 
larly  poor. 

Roses  should  be  lightly  pruned  in  August  and  September. 
By  this  we  mean  to  remove  only  the  extra  long  shoots 
and  dead  wood.  The  heavy  pruning  should  be  done 
in  December  and  Januar)'.  At  this  time  all  surplus  heavy 
wood  should  be  removed.  Also  all  dead  wood  should  be 


cut  out  and  the  plants  cleaned  up.  On  young  plants  three 
to  five  shoots  are  sufficient  to  leave,  but  on  the  older  plants 
several  good  strong  shoots  may  be  left.  Do  not  cut  your 
roses  too  near  the  ground,  especially  if  they  are  old,  as 
the  old  wood  will  not  branch  again. 

While  roses  require  a well  drained  soil,  they  also  require 
a good  bit  of  moisture.  Care  should  be  taken  to  keep  the 
soil  moist  continually  during  the  blooming  period.  In 
watering  roses,  do  not  sprinkle;  the  best  method  is  to  irri- 
gate by  means  of  trenches  or  basins.  A thorough  irrigation 
in  this  manner  if  followed  by  cultivation  will  last  from 
one  to  two  weeks  even  in  the  hot  weather. 

Our  Roses  are  all  strong  two-year-old,  field  grown 
plants,  and  with  few  exceptions  are  budded.  This  insures 
a good  vigorous  growth  and  well  developed  buds  and  flow- 
ers. 

These  are  dug  from  the  field  in  December,  and  are 
ready  for  delivery  soon  after  January  first.  For  mail 
orders  and  shipping  at  a distance,  we  advise  delivery 
during  January  and  February,  as  the  plants  are  dormant 
at  this  time,  and  can  be  packed  lightly  and  shipped  with 
safety  to  any  part  of  the  United  States.  After  March  15th, 
our  plants  will  be  planted  in  pots  and  other  containers 
and  will  be  delivered  in  these  receptacles.  For  local  plant- 
ing we  strongly  advise  the  planting  of  our  established 
plants,  as  by  removing  the  plant  carefully  from  the  con- 
tainer, they  are  not  disturbed.

Planting  Note 

Sub-tropical  fruits,  generally  speaking,  should  be  han- 
dled with  extra  care.  All  plants  should  be  either  balled 
from  the  field  or  grown  in  pots  or  boxes,  and  when  planted, 
special  care  should  be  taken  not  to  break  or  disturb  the 
earth  around  the  roots.  It  is  a good  plan  to  erect  a slight 
protection  from  wind  and  sun  when  plants  are  first  plant- 
ed. 

Planting  may  be  done  at  most  any  time,  but  the  best 
time  is  during  the  spring  and  early  summer,  February  to 
June. 


Lemon 

Eureka  Lemon.  The  celebrated  California  lemon  and  favor- 
ite shipping  variety.

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SUB-TROPICAL  FRUITS 

Avocado 

(OR  ALLIGATOR  PEARS) 

This  is  the  coming  semi-tropical  fruit.  The  fact  is  just 
becoming  known  that  the  Avocado  can  be  grown  in  South- 
ern California.  Heretofore,  it  was  considered  purely  a 
tropical  fruit,  but  recent  experiments  have  proved  that 
it  will  endure  the  frosts  and  other  adverse  weather  condi- 
tions fully  as  well  as  the  orange  tree,  and  will  bear  abun- 
dantly in  California  climate. 

The  Avocado  Tree  grows  to  a height  of  25  to  30  feet, 
with  a massive  foliage  of  elliptical-oblong  leaves,  glabrate 
and  pale  beneath.  It  is  ornamental  in  itself,  aside  from 
its  great  value  as  a fruit  bearer. 

It  is  a very  difficult  matter  to  give  an  exact  description 
of  the  fruit,  as  it  varies  in  shape,  size,  and  color  with  each 
different  kind  of  tree.  However,  all  the  fruits  are  more  or 
less  pear-shaped,  covered  with  a green  or  deep  purple 
skin,  and  range  from  2 to  4J/2  in  length.  The  firm,  yellow- 
ish green  pulp,  enclosing  a single  large  seed,  is  very  delec- 
table, and  highly  esteemed  by  the  people  in  Mexico,  where 
the  Avocado  originated.  As  a rule,  Europeans  do  not  like 
the  fruit  at  first,  but  once  the  taste  is  acquired,  they  be- 
come excessively  fond  of  it.  The  pulp  is  usually  eaten 
as  a salad,  with  the  addition  of  pepper,  salt,  and  vinegar. 

Plants  are  easily  raised  from  seed,  and  in  good  soil 
they  grow  rapidly  and  begin  to  fruit  when  about  five 
years  old.  The  budded  varieties  bear  much  earlier  and 
the  fruit  is  more  uniform,  while  the  seedling  trees  are  not 
sure  bearers. 

While  the  Avocados  must  have  a goodly  amount  of  mois- 
ture, they  thrive  best  in  soils  where  there  is  good  drain- 
age. In  orchard  plantings  the  trees  should  be  set  from 
30  to  40  feet  apart,  each  way,  thus  allowing  for  full  de- 
velopment of  the  trees. 

Avocado  trees  are  of  two  distinct  types.  The  trees  bear- 
ing the  thin-skinned  fruit  are  the  hardier  and  can  bet- 
ter endure  the  extremes  of  heat  and  cold  than  the  thick- 
skinned  varieties,  which  should  be  planted  in  latitudes 
suitable  for  the  growth  of  lemons.

PLANTING  NOTE:  Dahlias  require  a sunny  position, 
a thorough  watering  about  once  a week  during  warm 
weather,  and  deep  cultivation  a day  or  two  after  each 


watering.  Almost  any  kind  of  soil  will  produce  good 
dahlias,  if  properly  cared  for;  but  rotted  manure  should 
be  worked  into  the  soil  when  preparing  the  ground,  which 
should  be  dug  deeply.  In  planting  tubers,  always  lay  the 
tuber  on  its  side,  never  stand  on  end.  Plant  not  less  than 
two  feet  apart,  and  about  four  inches  deep.  Each  plant 
should  be  staked.  If  part  of  the  buds  are  pinched  off  you 
will  have  larger  blooms.  The  flowers  will  keep  better 
if  cut  in  the  evening,  the  stems  dipped  in  boiling  water 
for  a few  minutes  and  then  set  in  cold  water  to  harden. 

Time  for  Planting 

As  the  dahlia  is  a fall  blooming  flower,  it  naturally  does 
not  require  early  planting  as  some  may  suppose.  Planting 
should  begin  about  the  middle  of  April  and  may  success- 
fully continue  for  two  months  or  more.  Earlier  than  this, 
the  ground  is  cold  and  the  tubers  may  rot.  If  planted 
when  the  ground  is  warm,  growth  is  quicker  and  more 
vigorous  and  the  plants  will  bloom  until  frost.

(Ready  May  1) 


PLANTING  NOTE:  Spade  the  beds  over  well  and  use 
a liberal  amount  of  well-rotted  manure.  Construct  a ridge 
along  the  edge  of  your  beds  to  make  a basin  as  an  assist- 
ance in  watering.  Chrysanthemums  require  plenty  of  water, 
as  a lack  of  it  tends  to  harden  the  stems.  It  is  well  to 
stake  plants  as  soon  as  they  are  set  out.  Pinch  the  plants 
back  once  or  twice,  as  they  may  need  it,  but  not  after  the 
middle  of  August.'  After  the  final  pinching  back  select 
four  or  five  strong  shoots  on  each  plant  and  remove  the 
balance.  When  the  buds  begin  to  make  their  appearance, 
select  the  strongest  and  remove  the  balance  as  well  as  all 
side  shoots  from  the  stem.  Give  your  Chrysanthemums 
plenty  of  water  and  one  or  two  good  mulchings  with  well- 
rotted  manure.

The  Anemone  Chrysanthemums  should  be  planted  in  rich  soil 
in  full  sun.  April  and  May  are  the  ideal  months  for  planting, 
although  they  may  be  planted  as  late  as  July.  We  do  not  re- 
commend the  disbudding  of  this  class.  They  may  be  cut  back 
during  July  and  then  allowed  to  form  compact  bushy  plants.

For  group  planting  or  for  specimen  shrubs,  or  for  furn- 
ishing backgrounds,  the  many  different  kinds  of  Pittospora, 
native  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  are  not  surpassed.

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DECIDUOUS  TREES 


Much  charm  and  beauty  has  been  lost  in  the  gardens  of 
California  where  deciduous  trees  have  been  planted  to  only 
a limited  extent.  When  we  realize  the  interest  and  at- 
tractiveness of  the  early  spring  when  the  buds  are  burst- 
ing forth  and  later  the  partially  developed  leaves  and  still 
later  the  fully  developed  clear  green  foliage  which  gives 
the  needed  shade  and  protection  for  the  summer  months, 
we  understand  somewhat  the  beauty  and  usefulness  of  our 
deciduous  trees.  But  there  are  the  autumn  tints.  Until 
we  have  seen  the  leaves  take  on  the  attractive  hues  of 
autumn,  which  fills  the  very  air  with  their  peculiar  beauty, 
we  do  not  know  how  beautiful  autumn  can  be. 

Acer 

Acer  dasycarpum.  (Silver  Maple).  A native  of  North 
America.  Branches  brownish  gray  with  large  leaves  which  are 
bright  green  above  and  silvery  gray  on  the  reverse  side  and 
are  5 lobed.  A valuable  tree  for  parks  and  larger  gardens ; 
thrives  best  in  moist  places  in  sandy  soil. 

Acer  platanoides.  (Platanus  or  Sycamore  Maple — Pointed 
Maple).  A native  of  southern  Europe;  foliage  of  a shiny  gz’een, 
5 lobed,  coming  to  a sharp  point.

LAWN  GRASS  SEED 


There  is  nothing  that  adds  to  or  detracts  from  the  gar- 
den as  much  as  does  the  lawn.  A well  kept  velvety  green 
lawn  is  necessary  as  a setting  for  the  garden.
